HAS OCCUPIED SINCE SEPTEMBER 1972. BORN IN LA PAZ AROUND 1914, 
CESPEDES HAS HAD LENGTHY CAREER AS DIPLOMAT AND JOURNALIST. 
BEGINNING DIPLOMATIC CAREER IN 1932 AS DIRECTOR OF INFORMATION 
OF FOREIGN MINISTRY, HE SERVED SUBSEQUENTLY AS FIRST SECRETARY 
IN ROME AND LIMA, AND AS CONSUL GENERAL IN BUENOS AIRES. AS 
JOURNALIST, CESPEDES HAD LENGTHY RELATION- 
SHIP WITH "LA RAZON" OF LA PAZ, OF WHICH HE WAS CHIEF EDITOR FROM

HIS EDUCATIONAL BACKGROUND INCLUDES SAN CALIXTO SCHOOL IN 
LA PAZ (1944-49), MILITARY ACADEMY (1950-56) AND AIR ACADEMY 
IN SANTA CRUZ (1956-59). IN ADDITION, ESCOBAR RECEIVED 
CADET TRAINING IN ARGENTINA (1958), FLIGHT TRAINING IN U.S. 

(1960-61 ) AND TRAINING IN PERU (1963). AMONG HIS PAST ASSIGNMENTS 
ARE LIAISON OFFICER TO U.S. AIR MISSION TO BOLIVIA (1962), 

STAFF OFFICER OF G-2, AIR FORCE STAFF (1965), INSTRUCTOR IN 
MILITARY ACADEMY (1970), LIAISON OFFICER TO THIRD DIVISION
